H Avingfomeyears fincetry’d to make one of Sir S. More¬ 
land's/peaking trumpets of Tin, that is, tinned Iron Plate; 
and findiog it to ferve, as wellas Copper or Glafs; I there¬ 
upon thought of feveral ways for reducing the fame into fome 
more contrafled form , without abating its power; andby Dr. 
Goddard prefented to theRoyal Society,at one of their Meetings 
(then ufually at Arundel Houfe ) the Refitting trumpet 
here figured. It confiftetb of two Parts. The utmofl(B b) 
is a large Concave Pyramid, about a yard long, (or may be 
of any managable length) open at the bafe (b), and 
clofed, not with a fit, but' a concave head , at the Cone (B), 
Within this is faftned a bended tube (A a) as in the Figure 
In the prefence of the Royal Society \twas then alfo experi* 
mented, That this trumpet did diftinftly deliver certain words 
from the fa id Houfe crofs the Garden, and the River thames, 
and that againft the Wind which was then ftrong: and the 
words were written down by one that was fent over for that 
purpofe.Wbereby it appeared, That a Refitting trumpet after 
this or (onie other like manner,of Wood, Tin,. Pewter, Stone or 
Eartb,or which may be belt,of Bell mettle, will carry the voice 
as far, if not farther, than the long one invented by Sir Sa¬ 
muel Moreland Befides that it feems to take off from the 
aftonifhingnoyfe near at hand, which happens in the ufe of the 
faid Jong Trumpet; fo-that it may be 11 fed withindoors, with 
advantage, upon feveral occafions. 
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Some other trials were made to efFeft the above mentioned 
Contraction, which were found not to anfwer. Yet becaufe 
they may ferve, in fome parr, to fhew the motion of found, I 
have added two Examples hereof* The firft is Sir Samuel 
Moreland's Trumpet Angularly Arched in the middle ; the fe- 
cond, with thfee large Angular Arches reaching almoft from 
one end to the other, as in the figures: by the former of w hich 
the delivery of found , to any diftant or remote place is much 
fliortenedjbut by the latter almoft wholly obftrufted.
